(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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(c) he has abandoned the invention. 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's 
certificate, by the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the date 
of the application for patent in this country on an application for patent or inventor's certificate filed 
more than twelve months before the filing of the application in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)).

another inventor who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of 
invention under this subsection, there shall be considered not only the respective dates of conception 
and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to 
conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other.

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 
(4317610). In Figure 3, note the one-piece sleeve (20), pivot seats (note that 37 
extends into this), locking arms (32, 33). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DE (4317610) in view of Gollin et al (5997093). 

The primary reference shows all claimed features of the instant invention with the 
exception of the sleeve being made of a material suitable for integrally forming the 
locking arms in an injection-moulding operation (claim 5); where the material is plastic 
(claim 6). Note Figures 2 and 3. 

The secondary reference teaches configuring an armrest sleeve (50) as made of 
a plastic material (thermoplastic resin such as high density polypropylene) suitable for 
integrally forming the locking arms (52) in an injection-moulding operation. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the pertinent art at the 
time of the instant invention to modify the primary reference in view of the teachings of 
the secondary reference by configuring the sleeve from a material suitable for integrally 
forming the locking arms in an injection-moulding operation (claim 5); wherein the 
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material is thermoplastic resin such as high density polypropylene. These modifications 
provide a durable, yet lightweight material for construction of the sleeve assembly. Use 
of a thermoplastic resin such as high density polypropylene is conventional in the 
pertinent art. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DE (4317610) in view of Tseng (5318347). 

The primary reference shows all claimed features of the instant invention with the 
exception of a pair of pivot pins projecting from opposed sides, the pivot pins being 
seated in the pivot seats (claim 9); wherein the pair of pivot pins are located 
intermediately between the handle and the tongue (claim 10). Note the discussion of 
the primary reference above. Also note the pivot pin (37), elongate leverage body (35), 
handle (39) located at an upper portion of the body, resilient biasing member (42), and 
tongue (41 ) located at a lower portion of the body. Additionally note that the pivot pin is 
located intermediately between the handle and the tongue (see Figure 2). 

The secondary reference teaches configuring a height-adjustment mechanism for 
an armrest with a pair of pivot pins (41 , 41 ) projecting from opposed sides, wherein the 
pivot pins are seated in pivot seats (26). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the pertinent art at the 
time of the instant invention to modify the primary reference in view of the teachings of 
the secondary reference by replacing the pivot pin with a pair of pivot pins (claim 9) 
seated in the pivot seats, thereby necessitating the pair of pivot pins being located 
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intermediately between the handle and the tongue (claim 10). This modification 
provides an alternate, equivalent configuration for the pivot assembly. The single pivot 
pin and the pair of pivot pins would perform equally as well, and each configuration is 
conventional in the pertinent art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-6 and 1 1-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, Figures 1-5A, claims 1-11,13- 
18, and 20-24 in the reply filed on June 14, 2004 is acknowledged. Non-elected claims 
12, 19, 25 and 26 have been treated on the merits since each depends from a claim 
determined to include allowable subject matter. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. A height adjustable armrest is shown by each of Feldberg 
(5368365), Mei (6062647), and Lee (6139107).
